Treatm ent Su ccessfu l 
That a stitch in time wou ld save 
nine, and maybe more than nine 
was indicated by Dr. Bower, who 
pointed ou t that there is a pro 
phylactic treatm ent that is highly 
su ccessfu l in preventing the dis 
ease, bu t that cu rative treatm ent 
once the disease is taken, has not 
been su ccessfu l, and the m ortality 
rate is extremely high. 
There have been disastrou s epi 
demies of sleeping sickness among 
horses and mu les in the east, and 
one su ch ou tbreak in the San 
Joaqu in valley last year cau sed 
considerable loss. 
Prophylactic treatm ent requ ires 
two doses administered at seven 
to 14 day intervals; after adminis­ 
tration of the treatm ent it re­ 
qu ires two to three weeks to es­ 
tablish immu nity, said Dr. Bower. 
Cau sed by Viru s 
The disease, he stated, is cau sed 
by a viru s, thou ght to be trans­ 
m itted by insects, especially the 
mosqu ito. 
Symptoms are depres­ 
sion, stiffness and wabbly gait, 
fou l breath, grinding of teeth, 
icteru s of mu cu s membranes, and 
paralysis of lower lip.

The Churl, Whose Wife Wanted Him to Act Like a Gentleman

A churl, according to the dictionary , is a rude, ill-bred, boorish, v illain­ 
ous person, selfish, inconsiderate, niggardly . 
We hav e in the English lan­ 
guage some twenty -fiv e different words by which such a fellow may be 
named, and it seems that any or all of these might appropriately be applied 
to Nabal whose personal name, in the original, signified “ fool.” 
He liv ed 
up to his name. 


He possessed substantial wealth. 
The Bible story say s “ the man was v ery 
great; and he had three thousand sheep and a thousand goats.” 
J osephus 
say s that he liv ed near Emmaus, south of Carmel. 
His shepherds were ac­ 
customed to driv e the flocks into the wild meadows on the slopes of Mount 
Carmel for pasturage, and while on such an ex cursion they met a band of 
outlaws who showed them unex pected kindness, protecting and helping them. 
The leader of this band was Dav id, a fugitiv e from Saul’s jealousy . 


Later on, when Nabal’s flocks were being sheared at the time of the 
annual festiv al, ten of Dav id’s y oung men came ov er and asked for a hand­ 
out. 
They had befriended Nabal’s serv ants and they thought they were 
entitled to some reward. 


Nabal justified his name. 
He insulted the y oung men and drov e them 
from his place, and then went and got himself thoroughly drunk in the 
feasting. 
Filled with wine and pride, he felt quite inv incible. 


His serv ants and shepherds realized their master’s folly . 
They knew 
that Dav id would bitterly resent such treatment, but they also knew that 
it would be a waste of time to try to reason with Nabal. 
So they approached 
his wife, Abigail, a woman of wisdom and intelligence, the good angel of the 
household. 
When she heard the sorry tale she recognized the danger into 
which her churlish husband’s mean temper had brought them. 
She hurried 
after Dav id’s messengers, carry ing a generous load of prov isions. 


She was barely in time, for Dav id’s men had already reached him with 
their report and he had v owed to clean up on the possessions of the unap­ 
preciativ e Nabal. 


When Abigail met him with her presents and her apologies, he re­ 
lented and accepted both the gifts and her friendship. 
Abigail returned 


home and told Nabal what she had done, which threw him into such a rage 
that he brought on a stroke and died from it. 


Dav id soon heard that the charming lady was a widow, and he promptly 
sent her a proposal of marriage which she accepted. 
Thus Dav id annex ed 
not only the possessions of niggardly Nabal, but his household as well. 
Abigail seems to hav e been a wise and helpful wife, who was a gracious 
companion of Dav id when he later became king. 


This little story of primitiv e life among the Hebrews reminds us that 
ev ery generation and in fact, ev ery community has its Nabal. 
He is alway s 
a man of some wealth, which he gathers by selfish practices and which he 
keeps by miserly meanness. 
He gets, but nev er giv es. 


If he lends money , he ex acts the highest possible rate of interest and 
docs not miss a chance to foreclose. 
If he giv es a contribution to some 
worthy cause, he ex pects all the supporters of that cause to come around and 
trade at his store. 
If he should happen to cast a bit of bread on the water, 
he stands on the bank with a large dipnet in his hands, waiting for the crust 
to come back as a whole loaf. 
And if, one day , he hands a nickel to some 
hungry beggar, he looks up ex pecting to see the battlements of heav en 
crowded with angels applauding his good deed. 
He alway s keeps an ey e 
open to the main chance. 
He boasts that he pay s his debts— but he nev er 
pay s the debt of friendliness and neighborliness. 


When he dies, he has a big funeral, for all the people follow him to the 
cemetery to make sure that he is interred at least six feet under ground so 
that there is no chance for a comeback. 
But there is alway s someone to take 
his place. 
Ev ery community has its Nabal— sometimes sev eral of them. 


You can distinguish the churlish man by his reaction when solicited for 
a contribution to a worthy charity . 
If he sees a chance to cash in on it at the 
rate of ten to one, he will giv e a dollar. 
Oherwise he will denounce the 
cause, its workers and friends as grafters, and will work himself into a holy 
rage against the iniquity of philanthropic mov ements. 
And if y ou ask him 
to go to church or to help the Christian cause, he can work up an apoplectic 
fit in one minute. 
* 
There isn’t much we can do about the “ Nabals” in our society ex cept to 
ex amine our own selv es to see whether we hav e any of the characteristics of 
churlishness. 
If y ou find y ourself under suspicion of y ielding to selfishness, 
ask God to forgiv e y ou, and then go out and do something ex trav agantly 
unselfish for y our soul’s protection.

LETS KEEP IT TEMPORARY 
For good an d sufficien t reason s of n ation al d e­ 
fen se, this n ation has laun ched its five-y ear plan 
of special tax ation to cushion the shock of en or­ 
mous ex pen d iture. 
But it will be well for the 
million s who are to pay the tax es to make a 
men tal n ote of that five-y ear ex piration d ate on 
special d efen se tax es, an d resolve to check them 
an d make sure that temporary has mean t tem­ 
porary . 
Ex perien ce shows con clusively that emergen cy 
tax es, on ce written in to law, are almost impos­ 
sible to get rid of after the emergen cy is past an d 
there is n o valid reason for their con tin uan ce. 
The people may n ot have observed , but should 
have observed , that when the five-y ear tax bill 
came out of committee in Con gress, the La Fol- 
iette plan of red ucin g in come tax ex emption s an d 
in creasin g surtax es was mad e perman en t, an d 
on ly the ad d ition al 10 per cen t supertax an d the 
in creases in ex cise tax es has a five-y ear ex pira­ 
tion d ate. 
The five-y ear tax plan will on ly take care of a 
fraction of the full cost of the d efen se every citi­ 
zen wan ts an d is willin g to pay for. 
Five y ears 
from n ow, the n ation al d ebt will be billion s heav­ 
ier. But the way toward a balan ced bud get at 
that time n eed n ot be reten tion of emergen cy 
tax es on the ex cuse of greater treasury n eed s. 
The way has been poin ted by Sen ator By rd of 
Virgin ia, econ omy stalwart, in his d eman d for a 
1-0 per cen t horizon tal slash right n ow in gov­ 
ern men tal spen d in g for n on -d efen se activities. Un ­ 
less all econ omies possible are effected wherever 
possible, begin n in g this very y ear, the five-y ear 
tax plan will be upon the n ation ’s should ers lon g 
after the presen t crisis is past. 


RIGHT OF CONTRACT 


The framers of the Con stitution of this coun try 
in ten d ed that every man should have the right 
to con tract 
But of recen t y ears, w# have mad e a great 
man y laws that in terfere with this right to con ­ 
tract. 
We n ow have a law on the statute books 
that preven ts a man from havin g the right to 
con tract for on e d ay ’s labor un less he con tracts 
for it on the basis that suits some other in d ivid ­ 
ual, usually the govern men t employ e, who will 
n ot even give him as much for his services as he 
is able to volun tarily con tract to receive. 
The violation of the prin ciple of the right to 
con tract is probably the greatest step an y people 
can make toward begin n in g of a 
d ictatorship 
form of govern men t. When the majority has the 
right to take away from an in d ivid ual his in alien ­ 
able, God -given rights to the use of his faculties 
then there can be n o claim that we have a free 
coun try an d that we are a free people. 
A man should still have the right to sell him­ 
self in slavery an d give his life to an other an d 
be a serf forever, if he volun tarily wan ts to d o it. 
The govern men t, however, should n ot en force 
this kin d of a con tract, if the man sellin g himself 
in to slavery d ecid es to chan ge his min d . 
But when the govern men t so in terferes with 
private en terprise that a man has n ot the right 
to sell his services for on e d ay or on e hour at the 
best price he can get, then to talk about havin g 
a free coun try is simply to use word s that have 
n o mean in g. 
An d the whole cause of this socialistic, ty ran n i­ 
cal law is the absurd belief that on e man work­ 
in g an d ad d in g to the wealth of the world is harm- 
u to other workers. If there ever were people

First piece of the British Em­ 
pire which may be wrested away 
as a result of the World war i:i 
likely to be the tin y colon y of 


British Hon d uras, just across the 
Gulf of Mex ico from New Orlean s. 
Plan s are bein g mad e by the 
n eighborin g republic of Guatemala 
to take over this slice of Britain 
as soon as the time is ripe. 
Guatemala’s claims on British 
Hon d uras go back to about 1840, 
when it was wrested from Guate­ 
mala by a British pirate.
